INTRODUCTION 

Nicholas  E.  Roche,  C.3.B.,  was  bom  in 
Ireland  on  February  6,  1366.  He  grew 
up  in  St.  Basil's  Parish,  Toronto,  in 
the  suburban  area  then  served  by  the 
Yorkville  Postoffice.   He  quit  school 
and  went  to  work  at  the  age  of  thirteen, 
v^hen  he  was  twenty-two  he  felt  the  call 
of  a  priestly  and  religious  vocation 
and  enrolled  at  St.  Michael's  College, 
Toronto.   Three  years  after  his  ordin- 
ation he  was  chosen  Founding  Superior 
of  St.  Thomas  High  School,  Houston,  and 
left  for  Texas  in  I4ay  1900.   At  the 
time  of  his  death.  May  16,  1932,  he  was 
Pastor  of  St.  Mry's  of  the  Assumption 
Parish,  Ov^en  Soumd,  and  a  member  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  Basilian  Fathers. 
During  the  years  covered  by  these  di- 
aries he  was  Provincial,  1911-1916, 
Master  of  Novices,  1916-1922,  and  a 
member  of  the  Provincial  Council. 

The  years  edited  in  the  present  volume, 
1915,  1916,  1920,  and  1922,  are  con- 
tained in  four  leatherbound  pocket-size 
books  which  have  a  writing  page  that 
measures  4  5/3"  by  2  7/3".  The  entry 
for  November  20,  1915,  states  that  a 
friend  gave  him  the  diary  for  1916. 
Ruled  lines  provide  three  entries  on 
each  page.   Centred  at  the  top  of  each 
entry  is  the  day  of  the  week  and  the 
date  of  the  month.   The  month  and  year 
is  printed  at  the  top  of  each  page. 
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Besides  space  for  daily  entries  these 
booklets  have  pages  at  the  front  and 
at  the  back  for  miscellaneous  entries. 
Father  Roche  used  these  to  keep  addresses 
and  to  record  occasional  expenses.   Such 
entries  have  not  been  transcribed.   At 
the  back  of  his  diary  for  1915  he  used 
three  pages  for  a  chronology  of  his  life 
from  1B79  down  to  the  end  of  1915 •  These 
pages,  together  with  tv/o  sets  of  resol- 
utions have  been  copied. 

In  transcribing  these  diaries,  obvious 
mistakes  in  spelling  have  been  corrected. 
Whenever  a  word  could  not  be  deciphered, 
a  blank  space  has  been  left.  Father 
Roche  did  not  take  pains  \^th  punctu- 
ation when  writing  his  diary  and  in  pro- 
viding punctuation  the  transcription 
may  have  separated  or  joined  phrases  in 
a  way  he  did  not  intend.  Fortunately 
the  punctuation  is  usually  clear  in  all 
entries  of  historical  significance. 

These  diaries  uere   a  family  heirloom 
that  Father  iioche*s  sister,  Sara,  gave 
Father  Basil  »^ullivan  when  the  family 
home  at  28  Uupont  i^treet  was  sold. 
Father  Basil  Sullivan  was  asked  about 
the  existence  of  other  volumes  on 
January  2,  1965,  and  he  answered  that 
he  had  never  seen  them.   He  did  know 
that  Father  Roche  had  left  a  number  of 
manuscript  poems  and  he  felt  that  any 
other  volumes  of  his  diary  might  be 
with  these,  or  possibly  destroyed. 
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Father  Edmund  McGorkell  came  into  the 
possession  of  these  diaries  at  a  later 
date  and  on  December  19,  1964,  he  gave 
them  to  Father  Robert  Scollard  v/ith 
this  note: 

These  booklets  are  a  diary  of 
Fr.  Nicholas  Uoche,  C.a.B.  Fr« 
Basil  Sullivan  sent  them  to  me 
some  years  ago.   He  was  anxious 
to  have  somebody  else  push  Fr. 
Roche's  cause  for  beatification.
